To the inhabitants of the Town of Charlestown, in the County of Sulli- 
van, in said State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said Town, 
on Tuesday, the 10th day of March next, at ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose all necessary officers for the ensuring year. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be deemed necessary 
for the maintenance of the poor, for laying out and repairing high- 
ways, building and repairing bridges, and for necessary charges 
arising within the town. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote the use of the town hall to 
the different societies in said town for expenses. 


Art. 4. To see what discount, if any, the town will vote to make 
on all taxes paid on or before July 15, 1914. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to allow the selectmen to 
deliver the inventory blanks at the time of taking the inventory. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
amount of money necessary to secure state aid for the permanent 
improvement of highways under the law passed at the January 
session, 1905. . 

Art. 7. To see what action the town will take in regard to licen- 
sing a junk dealer. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to accept one hundred dollars 
in trust, the interest to be expended annually for the care of the 
George 8. Bond lot in Forest Hill Cemetery. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to accept five hundred dollars 
in trust, the interest to be expended annually for the care of the Asa 
Morse and C. P. Morse lots in Forest Hill Cemetery. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to accept one hundred dol- 
lars in trust, the interest to be expended annually for the care of the 
Franklin Graves lot in Hope Hill Cemetery. 

Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the preservation and renewing of the shade trees 
of the village streets.

Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for building and maintaining the village sidewalks. 

Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for carrying library books to and from North Charles- 
town. 

Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the improvement of the village streets by the use 
of Tarvia or other material. 

Art. 15. Toseeif the town will vote to adopt the Rules and 
Regulations governing the Sewerage and Drainage Systems as put 
forth and issued by the selectmen, or take any other action pertaining 
thereto. 

Art. 16. To see what action the town will take in regard to pur- 
chasing additional land for the enlargement of Forest Hill Cemetery 
at Charlestown and the Hope Hill Cemetery at North Charlestown, 
and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

Art. 17. Toseeif the town will vote to authorise the Water 
Commissioners to purchase certain land near the upper resevoir in 
Charlestown owned or occupied by Burt Cross, if the same can be so 
purchased on reasonable terms, for the benefit of the Charlestown 
Water Works, or if the same cannot be so purchased, to take the 
same by right of eminent domain. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow on the credit of the town, a sum of money not exceeding 
two thousand dollars for the purpose of carrying out the provisions 
of the preceeding article and determine the manner in which the same 
shall be paid, or to use any money in the town treasury not other- 
wise appropriated for said purpose. 

Art. 19. To see what action the town will take to provide a 
gong for the Fire Alarm Service. 

Art. 20. Tosee what action the town will take to provide a new 
system for heating the Town Hall and to raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 

Art. 21. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for a new bridge at South Charlestown. 


Art. 22. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the completion of the Sewerage and Drainage 
system. 
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Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to borrow money on the 
notes on the credit of the town for the purpose of: completing the 
Sewerage and Drainage system in the village of Charlestown. 


Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the expenses of the Town Fair for the year 
1914, : 


Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to re-decorate the walls and ceilings of the Town Hall 
and adjoining rooms. 


Art. 26. Tosee if the town will vote: to enchanes a Gaetest ea 
parcel of land situated north of the Hose House and east of the land 
now owned by J. A. Hunt, for a parcel of land situated south west of 
the Hose House, and if so voted, to appoint a committee to arrange 
the exchange and make the conveyance. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred dollars to index the old Town Records. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money at the best available rates, to pay any outstanding 
note on which payment may be demanded. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to elect a committee of 
three to act as Cemetery Committee, said committee to serve one, two 
and three years respectively, and one member to be elected annually 
thereafter, said committee to have full charge of the Cemeteries in 
town, also authority to sell lots and use the money received for the 
sale of lots for the improvements of Cemeteries, salary oF said 
- Commission not to exceed ten dollars each per annum. 

Art. 30. To transact any other business that may lepaly come 
before said meeting.

Gentlemen:—It appears that at your annual town > 
meeting, last March, an appropriation of $15,000.00 was 
made for the purpose of installing a system of sewers in 
the Village of Charlestown. 

During the months of March and April surveys and 
estimates of cost of a reasonable system of sewers were 
made, and after due course of preparing plans and specifi-: 
cations, advertising, etc., the contract for the construction 
of the sewers was let, on May 20, 1913, to The Ricci 
Brothers Construction Co., of Rutland,’ Vt., they being 
the lowest bidders, and work was started soon after that 
date. 


Work progressed rather slowly at first, but on the 
whole, satisfactorily, and the contract was completed 
about the 16th of October, 1913. 


The following statement was rendered by me under 
date of October 18, 1913, and shows the amount of work 
done and the cost thereof. 


‘Examination of the sewers and drains as laid by The 
Ricci Brothers Construction Co., has been made and they 
are found to be in good condition. I find that they have 
carried out their contract with you with the exception of 
some delay beyond the date fixed in the contract for the 
completion of the work. This matter has been adjusted 
- satisfactorily to all parties and the work is accepted by 
me, the Engineer.

During the progress of the work avery desirable 
change from 6 inch to 8 inch pipe on several of the streets 
obliged us to cut short on some of the outside ends of the 
work as originally planned but we understand that no 
house, whose owner signified an intention of connecting 
with the sewer this year, has been left without the 
the possibility of a connection with the sewers as now laid. 

The above mentioned changes and omissions have left 
considerable pipe on hand as shown in the following list

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This is all first class pipe, having been handled and 
inspected as piled up. Itisof the sizes needed for the 
completion of the sewer system as originally laid out and 
was purchased at a very low price. 

The natural level situation of many of the village 
streets has enforced some very flat grades and some care 
will be required in keeping the sewers free from accumu- 
lations. The main care will consist in a rigid enforcement 
of rules relative to the throwing of possible obstructive 
materials into the sewer inlets and in frequent flushingss 
of the system. These flushings are important from the 
ends of the sewers but more particularly from the ends of 
Main, South Main, West Streets and Cummings Lane 
these being the streets of flattest grade. As the use of 
the sewers increases the natural flow will tend to keep the 
pipes flushed and other flushing may be less frequent. 
You should also have rods and tools for cleaning, and 
removing any obstructions that may occur. These are 
stock goods and may be obtained in various places. 

Finally, in closing, I wish to congratulate you on 
being able to have so much and so good sewer and drain 
laid at so low a cost, and express the hope and belief that 
they will prove satisfactory to the town in every way, 
adding to its natural attractions, the artificial conveniances 
and protection required in progressive and up to date 
communities. 4

Your board during the past year has had to contend 
with an unprecentrated drouth. It was of so serious a 
nature that you were at one time nearly out of water. A 
fire requiring the use of much water could not have been 
cared for. By pumping into the main pipe from a large 
spring about a mile from the village the situation was 
tided over until a shower brought relief. 

This drouth suggests the possibility of a need of in- 
creasing the storage capacity of one or both resevoirs at 
some time in the future. 

All three resevoirs have required cleaning out this 
year at an expense of $496.61. Quantities of leaves and 
fine mud will collect, which are harmful to the water 
unless removed. Up to the present time the farm build- 
ings and pastures bordering the upper resevoir have not 
contaminated the drinking water with colon bacilli—a 
bacillus of sewerage—sufiiciently to be harmful. But the 
menance has seemed to be sufficient to the commissioners 
to warrant an inspection by the State Chemist and an 
analysis of water taken during a heavy rain from three 
sources first a faucet in the village, second from directly 
below the Bert Cross buildings, and third from the 
smaller brook which receives a still smaller stream, during 
rains, though a yard often occupied as a pig yard and pen 
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on the premises of Mrs Clark. This is the chemists 
report of the analysis:

the bacilli have probably died out before reaching the 
village. : 

The danger of contamination by the colon bacillus is 
the intestinal disorders that may result from slight attacks 
of bowel trouble to very serious illness that has more or 
less resemblance to typhoid fever. 

The State Chemist, Charles H. Howard, further states | 

‘As a remedy I can see no satisfactory alternative to 
purchase by the townof the set of farm buildings first 
mentioned. 

At the second fatm, the owner can undoubtedly be 
compelled to. remove the hog pen and take care of the 
barn yard drainage, upon due notice. 

Regarding the pasturage the least serious feature at 
present, it should ‘be feasiable for the town to purchase a 
few rods area on either side of the brook and furnish the 
owner with a substitute water supply for his cattle.’’ 

The system at North Charlestown appears to give 
satisfaction and is a boom to the community which it 
serves.

Report of Trustees 


During the year past the Library has extended its. 
service by weekly deliveries of books at North Charles- 
town. Mr.H. W. Dickinson, at North Charlestown, has 
done his public a real service by making his store a station 
for the exchange of books. The service began March 22, 
1918, and during the year a total of 2039 books were 
circulated at North Charlestown. This shows a high 
degree of appreciation, and a real desire for the advan- 
tages offered by the Library. The circulation has increas- 
ed through the year, so it is now at a maximum. 

In the village the patronage has increased notably, 
due partly to the increased purchases of books. 

The free access to the bookshelves now enjoyed by 
patrons, has been a decided cause of increased usefulness 
of the Library to the public. . 

Improvements made include the laying of cement 
around the entire building. This keeps the cellar dry. 

Other improvements and some repairs are now neces- 
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sary, and will be attended to as soon as funds become 
available. 

The death of Mr. George 8S. Bond, Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, was a severe loss. He had served 
continuously as a trustee since the opening of the Library. 
The Selectmen appointed Mr. Richard R. Finn to the | 
vacancy. 

The Library now has the best and largest assortment 
of books and magazines it has ever had, and is enjoying a 
larger patronage than ever before. Its value is not con- 
fined to adults, but reaches school children, and children 
of foreign birth who by this means are becoming familiar 
with printed English. Its influence is always for good, and 
it reaches many to whom neither schools nor churches 
make any appeal. It is thus one of the best features of the 

town’s life. .

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Report of the Board of Health

It is not an easy task to collect data that is instructive 
and at the same time interesting to the readers, relative 
to local health conditions. 

So long as there is not an outbreak of any disease 
that is epidemic in character, we are apt to regard our 
health conditions as satisfactory, if we give them any 
thought at all. 7 

But the improved sanitary conditions of most com- 
munities is responsible for the less frequent outbreaks of 
epidemics than occured fifty years ago. 

However during the past year there have been several 
cases of scarletina in town but with no fatalities. Also 
several cases of diptheira and one death. 

These diseases, however, can be watched, and with 
the cooperation of all the members in the infected house- 
hold, they are now-a-days usually kept within the limits 
of the first infected family. 

But it is not so with tuberculosis for the reason that 
so often the diseased person is careless about what they 
do with their sputum. 

If, however, they are careful and destroy it all, the 
infected person is not a menace to their associates. 

A letter addressed to the State Board of Health, Con- 
cord, N. H., asking for the last bulletin on Tuberculosis 
will bring you more definite information than we have 
space here to give, and it is very interesting reading too. 
It says: 
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Ist. Tuberculosis is the most prevalent. disease in 
New Hampshire. 

2nd. It destroys more lives than any other malady. 

3rd. Its greatest mortality is among persons in the 
early prime of life. 

4th. It is a commumicable disease. 

5th. Itis a preventable disease. 

6th. And, in the majority of cases, when recognized 
early, it is a cureable disease. 

It is contracted almost always through the dust of the 
dried sputum, but may be taken by using the same com- 
mon drinking cup. If you have the disease, never spit 
where it can dry and be carried in dust elsewhere. 
Destroy the germ by burning all sputum. 

Again we urge you to send for the Tuberculosis 
bulletin for there is so much valuable information in it. 
Local sanitary conditions are begining to put on a much 
better appearance than it has ever before been possible. 
Two factors are responsible for this. You have already 
gussed them. Ist the water system. 2nd the sewer system. 
Formerly impurities of the household could not be washed 
away because the majority of the villagers did not have 
enough water. And after water was abundant the waste 
was a source of trouble as it was before water was 
abundant. Formerly your health officers ofen times had 
complaints with reference to the improper care of closets 
and sink drains. And usually the complaints were 
justified, for householders with these unsightly and dis- 
gusting means of careing for sinks and human refuse are, 
we regret to say, very negligent indeed. 

We have had many complaints from the Boston & 
Maine Railroad officials about drains and closets emptying 
near or into their railroad drains,but what could be done? 
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There was usually no other place for it to empty. 

We say there WAS no other place. But now there IS a 
a place provided in the new sewer system. And we wish 
to urge you to hasten, as soon as the spring season will 
allow it to be done, to connect all closets and sinks with 
the sewer system if it has been completed near your 
premises, unless you are properly connected to a cesspool, 
and a connection with one of these blind holes is only a 
question of a short duration. 

Premises that are not connected after a nese te 
lapse of time can be compelled to do so. But we truly | 
believe that no one will ever require the compelling pow- 
ers, for you who connect will be the ones to derive the 
most benefit by so doing. 

Do not forget the hot weather terror, the common 
house fly remember that he breeds in dirty corners and 
thrives wherever filth is present. ! 7 

Remove the dirty places and by doing so remove him. 

We would like to suggest that the last Saturday in 
April be a village as well as a town house-cleaning day. 
Make this day a universal clean up and clear away day. 

Papers and easily inflammable material can be burned 
but leaves and heavy damp stuff make an awful smudge 
which is distressing to every one in the neighborhood and © 
a source of additional work to the women of the family. 
Many times they have to rewash their already shining 
windows because a neighbor has thoughtlessly set a 
smudge to going. It also is very injurious to the paint on 
the buildings. At a very small cost all this smudge 

producing stuff can be carted away.

Report of School Board 


The school year has been an unusually fortunate one 
in many respects. 

The supervisory district of Claremont and Charles- 
town is to be congratulated upon having secured Mr. 
William H. Slayton as supervisor of the schools. He has 
more than equalled the expectations of the Joint School 
Board in his work since July 1st. 1913. | 

The preparations for the first year of the new High 
school added much to the work last summer but thus far 
the results fully justify the vote of the Town for re-estab- 
lishing a High School. The course of study is given in 
Mr. Slayton’s report. 

To the Principal Mr. Irving C. Mitchell and to Miss 
Varrell is due much of the enthusiasm of the pupils for 
the new lines of work. They have had the hearty 
co-operation of the parents and others. 

During the year about twenty five pupils have gone 
out of town to High School, transportation for all, and 
tuition for most of these has been paid by the town. Of 
the tuition charges one half is refunded by the state. 

If our own High School is continued the number of 
pupils going out of town will decrease, more boys and 
girls will be benefitted, and the money which now goes 
elsewhere will be available for local uses. 
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The school board respectfully recommends that the 
following sums be raised for the support of the schools for 
the ensuing year, providing for one additional teacher for 
the High School.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board:— 

I submit herewith my first annual report which covers 
the brief period from July 1, 1918 to the present date. 

Naturally there are many things I should like to 
discuss but it seems best to treat only those matters which 
are important because they demand early consideration 
and action. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL 

The available records show me that a high school 
course was started in 1903 and was continued for a brief 
period. After five years, in 1908, another attempt was 
made but the number of pupils did not seem to warrant 
the continuance of the course. Again, after a five years 
respite, in the fall of 1918, the last attempt was made and 
the results thus far seem to give favorable promise of 
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success. Theaim of the school has been “‘the greatest 
good to the greatest number.’’ Six boys and six girls 
began the work in the fall and all have continued to this 
time, showing a constant interest in the courses that have 
been opened to them. The boys have advanced arithmetic, 
English, agronomy and wood-working; the girls have 
advanced arithmetic, English, biology and domestic arts. 
The principal, Mr. Irving C. Mitchell, is a graduate of R. 
I. State College who has prepared himself for teaching. 
Enthusiasm and efficieney have characterized his work 
from the beginning. Miss Edna Varrell, a graduate of 
Framingham Normal School, who has taken special work 
in domestic arts, has charge of the sewing and cooking. 
The loyalty of the girls to her show how much her work is 
appreciated. In the cooking particularly which was begun 
in January great progress has been made under especial 
difficulties. As no funds were available for this work it 
was necessary for the girls to bring all of their supplies 
and utensils which they have done most cheerfully. The 
work has been carried on in Odd Fellows Hall and we are 
very greatful to that order for their co-operation. The 
class, as a whole, seem convinced of the practical useful- 
ness of the training they are receiving. The report of the 
high school teachers will give all the details that are 
possible ina report of this length. To get even a fair 
understanding of the work being done parents and citizens 
should “‘come and see’’. This they are most cordially 
invited to do. 

The point chiefly to be considered is not the success- 
ful beginning of the high school but its future needs. 
While the beginning has been small it has been so signifi- 
cant that I should consider it a serious backward step if 
this work is not amply provided for so that the course may 
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be continued. There will never be another opportunity so 
favorable for giving a good town a good school and for 
giving many boys and girls what a few are now enjoying, 
namely, preparation for a prosperous living. The first 
need is for more room. The present high school class are 
seated in a room with twenty-five seventh and eighth 
grade scholars. Next year we expect an entering class of 
at least twelve which will make the present accomodations 
entirely inadequate. The Building Committee consisting 
of Messrs. George H. Stoughton, Frank W. Hamlin and 
Dr. John E. Toye, have spent a great deal of time in 
investigating plans and specifications fora new building. — 
Their report suggests a defiinite program for this com- ~ 
munity toward educational betterment. To be sure its 
adoption will cost money. Every good thing does cost 
money, but the money cost is not to be compared with the 
results that are made possible in giving our boys a chance 
to become better home-makers and our girls better home- 
keepers. I wish every person who considers this matter 
could see the awakening that has come to this half dozen 
boys as they have seen new possibilities in the soil about 
them, through the study of agronomy. And I wish every 
one could see the bright, eager faces of the girls as they 
take up a lesson in cooking or as they bend over a task in 
sewing. The interest on dollars does not con with ? 
this kind of interest. thc 
GENERAL NOTES 
If every parent would seek to have his child | 

time’’ at school it would help the teachers and the children 
as well. Tardy means lazy, shiftless, careless, un- « 
businesslike and none of these are good testimonials for 
any boy or girl. See ‘‘Table A’’ for the whole number of 
tardinesses. Help us fathers and mothers! 
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In spite of a number of changes in the teaching force 
the general work is progressing well. The State Program 
is being followed in all the schools and the teachers are 
taking advantage of every suggestion in order to make 
their work better. | 

The Snumshire school was:‘opened in the fall but the 
number have dwindled to about half a dozen. The 
Hemlock school’ has twelve pupils. This room would be 
greatly benefited by having a jacket put around the stove 
and a fresh air inlet cut under the stove. 

The supervision of music is still in charge of Mr. D. 
D. Ladd and the drawing in charge of Miss Kathryn E. 
Brown. These branches, once called “‘special’’ subjects, 
have so far proved their worth that it would be impossible 
to conceive of a school without them. It is interesting to 
note the difference in the morale of a school that em- 
phasizes these studies and of the school that entirely 
ignores them 

One of our next developments should be the modern- 
izing of the playground. The teachers need to realize 
that their work does not cease when the children ‘‘go out 
to recess.”’ Play is so vital a part of the educative 
process that supervision and direction of plays and games 
are now recognized as necessary parts of the days’ 
program. Expensive apparatus is not needed, altho a few 
play-ground pieces like swings, see-saws, slides and the 
like furnish variety. The manual training class will 
doubtless be able to supply some of the needs in this 
direction. ane 

_ From the beginning of my work I have been impress- 
ed with the advance position that this thriving town holds 
in many things that are rated as worth while. The 
churches, the young people’s organization, community 
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efforts like the Town Fair, and most of all, the rank and 
file of the people themselves indicate the forward look 
rather than the self-satisfied stagnant little New England 
town that we find where the people are living upon the 
glories of the past. JI appreciate most heartily the spirit 
of hospitality that has been. shown towards the teachers 
and superintendent. The feeling that our work is under- 
stood and appreciated is the greatest help we have.

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Report of Principal of High School 


To the Superintendent of Schools: ; 

I take pleasure in submitting herewith the report of 
the new high school. In reviewing the work of this year 
it reminds me of the introduction toa book. The aim has 
been to do the best we could under present conditions, 
and, at the same time prepare for what is coming later. 
Although we have accomplished many things, I feel that 
the results are not to be compared with what we may 
expect in the coming year. 

The history of this new high school started September 
2nd, 1913. The place was aroom twelve by thirteen in 
the graded school building. The room was furnished with 
three settees, the maximum seating capacity being twelve. 
This, with the textbooks for our planned courses, was the 
equipment with which we began our work. Since that 
time, however, we have made many material additions. 

The first work was to construct two work benches in 
the basement for the work in manual training. Tools and 
lumber were purchased and the rest was done by the boys. 
After these were completed we built a large cupboard, 
one side of which is used for tools and in the other 
materials and finished exercises are stored. The next 
was some needed articles for our recitation room. A 
blackboard was placed on the front wall. A bookcase 
built, the top of which serves as a table for our micro- 
scopes and balances. This completed, we were ready to 
begin the regular work. In arranging these exercises my 
aim has been to select plans of articles, that would give - 
the boys practice in cutting and fitting the different joints, 
and at the same time be useful things which they could 
carry. home at the end of the year. In this way, I believe, 
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their interest is stimulated, and the result is a more care- 
fully finished product. The following is a list of the 
completed articles at this time:—Bench hook, key board, 
plant stand, (two plans) bread board, nail box, picture 
frame, pencil stand, coat hanger, shelf and brush rack, 
box (for knives, forks and spoons) clock shelf, tabouret, 
pin tray, and ink stand. These, with other exercises 
completed before the end of the year, will be in the 
building until June, and I shall be pleased to lay them out 
for visitors’ inspection. 

During this period the girls have been doing excellent 
work, along the lines of Domestic Science, under the © 
direction of Miss Varrell, who will report for this depart- 
ment. 

I cannot pass without mentioning the exceptionally 
good way in which the girls have taken hold of Botany 
and Zoology. I believe they have learned many things 
which will not only be useful to them, but will help them 
to understand the inside development of both plant and 
animal life. 

The boys have worked well in Agriculture. The aim 
here has been to dwell on the points of practical import- 
ance. I hope that in the coming year, conditions will 
premit us to spend more time in carrying on practical 
experiments. , 

There is one other thing besides the good work, that 
encourages me and make me feel sure of the future for 
Charlestown High School. That is the attendance. You 
will remember we opened with twelve. We still have 
that number and I see no signs of lessoned effort, or any 
reason to expect a decreased membership. : 

I will not speak of the needs of the new building, as I 
believe our Superintendent, in a much clearer way than I, 
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will put the facts before you. 
I want to take this opportunity to express my 
appreciation to the Superintendent and School Board for 
the help, suggestions, and encouragement given me; Also 
to the people, for their friendliness and cordial manner 
which has done more than anything else to make my 
ety year in Charlestown a pleasant one.

Report of Sewing and Cocking 


Brief outline of work in Sewing and Cooking in Charles- 
town eh School and seventh and eighth Grades. : 
SEWING 

For the first term, the sewing classes have been held 
three times a week, three quarters of an hour,. each. 
Since the introduction of cooking, only two days a week 
have been allotted to it.. 

This course is aimed to enable the ate to more fully 
understand the taking of stitches, the cutting and making 
of plain garments, and the importance of good stitches 
and neat sewing everywhere and at all times. 

Thus far all pupils have made sewing bags, and small 
tea aprons. . Here the work divided, they being allowed to 
a certain extent to choose their work. 

The following are some of the articles made so far 
_ this year: large work aprons, underclothes of all kinds 

and the cooking outfits consisting of apron, cap and towels. 

The more advanced pupils will cut and make a. shirt- 
waist this year. 

All cloth and material have been provided by the 
individual pupils. 
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COOKING 
A period of one hour and a half every week has been 
allotted to cooking. 

The following is the plan attempted. 

I. Study of parts of a stove and building of fires. 

II. Study of five food principles. 

III. Setting a table and table etiquette. 

IV. Starch cookery, as cooking of potatoes, soups, ce- 
reals, muffins, brownbread, gingerbread, bread bis- 
cuits, cake ete. | 

V. Sugar cookery, as candy, desserts. 

VI. Protieu cookery, as meats, fish and gelatines. 

VII. Serving of a meal. 

This course cannot be strictly followed because of lack 
of equipement and conveniences. There are no saucepans, 
double boilers or cooking dishes of any kind except what 
the pupils bring from home. 

Because of having such a large class, and only one 
unsatisfactory stove, very little individual work can be 
done at each lesson. 

There is no adequate arrangement for serving because 
of lack of chairs and dishes. 

On Feburary 27th a lunch was served consisting of 
Waldorf salad; cream cheese and olive sandwiches, cocoa 
and peanut cookies, everything being prepared by the 
girls. The invited guests were State Superintendent 
Morrison, the school board, Messrs. Stoughton, Hamlin 
and Dr. Toye, Superintendant Slayton and Principal 
Mitchell. 


Weare striving to do the best we can under the 
circumstances, the girls being both willing and accomoda- 
ting but we all hope for improvement in conditions.

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Report of the Supervisor of Music 


To the Superintendent of schools:— 

Someone has said, ““The school’s great mission is to 
give the child a vision of real life, of the signals, and 
passwords of our exceedingly complex existence. 

He need not take the whole thirty-two degrees but he 
must at least take three. One for health morality and 
culture, one for efficiency in industrial, social, and civic 
life, and one for the enjoyment of nature, of other people, 
and of himself.’’ 

In the first and third degrees our work in music can 
be of the greatest benefit. 

In Charlestown High and upper grammar grades we 
have studied part singing with selections from the Grand 
Opera I] Trovatore. 

We have written and recited much and have had 
written examinations. 

I think one visiting our schools would notice the 
enthusiasm and interest in our subject. 

At North Charlestown the work has been more along 
technical lines while at South Charlestown excellent work 
has been done perhaps along the musical side. Every- 
where has been a spirit of co-operation. 

We cannot close this report without thanking our 
fellow teachers and Principal and Superintendent for their 
help and support.

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Report of the Supervisor of Drawing. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

During the past year the schools of the Charlestown 
District have received the required number of visits: from 
the supervisor. The Hemlock school has also been visited 
twice aterm. Owing to the efficiency of the teachers and 
their ready cooperation with the supervisor, the results 
accomplished have been of a very good character. 

The work in the lower grades deserves’ special com- 
mendation. Here the improvement has been marked. 
the upper grades the subject matter is more difficult both 
for pupils and teachers; and since the supervisor can visit 
these rooms only once in two weeks, it is not always 
possible to achieve the desired results. i 

One of the problems given tke upper grades this year 
has been the planning and constructing of simple individ- 
ual bogus paper folios upon which each pupil has printed 
the word “‘Drawing’’ and his or her name. The interest 
the pupils evinced in the work shows how kindly people of 
all ages take to making something which they know will 
be put to a_ practical use. In connection’ with the 
grammar grade object drawing we are just beginning 
fairy tale illustrating. In this connection the pupils start 
with, a certain few definite points to keep in mind, and 
the rest is easy. ; 

With all classes the same system of marking has been 
used that we began last year. That is, the supervisor 
looks over all the work that has been done between her 
visits, and place a distinguishing mark upon all excellent 
or Aand B drawings. This is not only an aid to the 
regular teacher in grading the work of the pupils, but has 
achieved rather marked results in arousing enthusiasm. 
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It is really surprising how some of the older pupils seem 
to work for that mark. , 

With the good wax crayons which we are placing in 
the hands of the pupils, a full set of scissors for each 
building, which we hope to obtain, and the unfailing help- 
fulness and interests which our superintendent accords us, 
we are looking forwarding to completing a very hapoy 
and successful year.

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REPORT OF BUILDING COMMITTEE 


At the annual. school meeting held March 15, 19138 it 
was voted that the moderator appoint a. committee of 
three to secure plans for a high school building and to 
report definitely to the district regarding the cost of 
erecting a school building. The committee appointed 
consisted of Mr. George H. Stoughton, Mr. Frank W. 
Hamlin, and Dr. J. E. Toye. 

In accordance with instructions given them the 
committee have been in consultation with an architect 
who has made a special study of school-house construction | 
and have secured plans for a building that they are ready 
to recommend as in every way adapted to the need of the 
district for high school purposes. 

The floor plans and elevation sketch of the building 
proposed have been publicly exhibited so that the com- 
mittee does not consider it necessary to go into detail . 
thereon. 

In making its recommendation to the district as to the 
cost of the building the committee wish to state that they 
are submitting an amqunt that is much lower than the 
price which they expected to have to propose but they feel 
certain that the amount they are naming will cover the 
various items specified, inasmuch as their opinion is based 
upon the advice of competent authority and the. careful 
estimates of building contractors. 

The committee recommend that a building of brick 
with tile roof with special provision for courses in agricul- 
_ture, the manua! and domestic arts as well as for other 
courses that may meet the need of the district. - 

The committee further recommend that the district 
raise and appropriate the sum of $13,300.00 to cover the 
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cost of such a building and equipment of the same, and 
that the district notes be given to cover this amount with 
interest not exceeding five percent. 

While it is not’ the province of the committee to select 
a lot for the location of the proposed building they would 
report that several lots have been viewed with the possi- 
bility of purchase. These are as follows: 


Kimball property, estimated cost, $3000 
-Kagle Hotel property, estimated cost, 3000 
Property corner of Sullivan and East Sts, 500 
Property in rear of the George S. Bond 
Residence 500 


The committee would recommend that the district 
vote to buy a lot that shall be suitable for the purpose and 
raise and appropriate money to pay for the same.
